Word came to the state department 
from Minister Woodford that tho Span­ 
ish government, having anticipated and 
prevented his intention to present the 
president’s ultimatum, he had asked for 
his passports. 
The administration, in 
a public statement, announced that it

the United States, and further stated 
that, it regarded the course adopted by 
Spain as one plaoing upon that country 
tho responsibility for the breach of 
friendly relations. 
Mr. Woodford’s telegram resulted in 
the calling of a special cabinet meeting 
to arrange an outline of a plan of cam­ 
paign or rather to determine how to be­ 
gin the execution of the plan of cam­ 
paign already prepared by the strategic 
boards of the army and navy depart­ 
ments. 
Tile immediate result was the 
Arder for the North Atlantic squadron 
to begin the blockade of Havana. 
How much further than this the cabl­ 
es! progressed in its deliberations it is 
not possible to say, for the reason that 
the time has now come when the inter­ 
ests of the government require that the 
movements of ships and troops should 
be guarded with the greatest care from 
endue publicity in order to prevent the 
enemy from taking advantage of the 
information. 
The North Atlantic squadron under 
Captain Sampson’s command makes a 
splendid array of fine vessels, com iris­ 
ing battleships such as the Iowa and 
Indiana, monitors like the Puriton, Ter­ 
ror and Amphitrite; armored cruisers 
Kke the New York, flagship; protected 
cruisers such as the Cincinnati, Marble­ 
head and Montgomery; gunboats like 
the Vicksburg, Wilmington and An­ 
napolis, regular torpedoboats, as the 
Ericcson, Cusliing, Winslow and the 
I ke aud not to speak of the large num­ 
ber of fast yachts aud other vessels that 
have been added to the fleet by pur­ 
chase.
